Gore: Clean Energy by 2018 


U.S. can and must be carbon-free in 10 years, former VP says 


WASHINGTON! Former Vice President A1 Gore 
called Thursday for a “man on the moon” 
effort to switch all of the nation’s electricity 
production to wind, solar and other carbon- 
free sources within 10 years, a goal that he 
said would solve global warming as well as 
economic and national security crises caused 
by dependence on fossil fuels. 

“When you connect the dots, it turns out 
that the real solutions to the climate crisis are 
the very same measures needed to renew our 


economy and escape the trap of ever-rising 
energy prices,” Gore told a packed auditorium 
in Washington’s historic Constitution Hall. 

Gore compared the challenge to estab- 
lishing Social Security and the interstate 
highway system, as well as landing a man 
on the moon — all successes that took more 
than a single presidency to accomplish and 
required members of both political parties 
to overcome their partisanship. 

The Alliance for Climate Protection, a 


bipartisan group Gore 
leads, put the 30 -year cost 
of his plan — both govern- 
ment and private — at $1.5 
trillion to $3 trillion. 

Some energy experts 
said the turnaround Gore 
advocates is too fast. 
Robbie Diamond, presi- 
dent of Securing America’s Future Energy, 
a bipartisan think tank, said weaning the 
nation off fossil fuels — coal, oil and natural 
gas — can’t be done in a decade, (ap)

Texas Mulls Ambitious Energy Pian 


State is considering 
historic investment 
in clean wind energy 

AUSTIN, TEXAS I Texas, headquarters 
of America’s oil industry, is about to 
stake a fortune on wind power. 

In what experts say is the biggest 
investment in the clean and renew- 
able energy in U.S. history, utility 
officials in the Lone Star State gave 
preliminary approval Thursday to a 
$4.9 billion plan to build new trans- 
mission lines to carry wind- gener- 
ated electricity from west Texas to 
urban areas such as Dallas. 

“People think about oil wells and 
football in Texas, but in 10 years 
they’ll look back and say this was 
a brilliant thing to do,” said Patrick 
Woodson, vice president of E.On 
Climate & Renewables North Amer- 
ica, which has about 1,200 mega- 
watts of wind projects in use or on 
the drawing board in Texas.

leader in wind power, generating 
about 5,000 megawatts. But wind- 
energy advocates say the lack of 
transmission lines has kept a lot 
of that power from being put to 
use and has hindered the building 
of more turbines. 


Supporters say Thursday’s 
2-1 vote by the Texas Public Utility 
Commission is critical to getting 
that energy to more people. 

“We will add more wind than the 
14 states following Texas combined,” 
said PUC Commissioner Paul Hud- 


son. “I think that’s a very extraordi- 
nary achievement. Some think we 
haven’t gone far enough; some think 
we’ve pushed too far.”

ATLANTA I The South tips the scales 
again as the United States’ fattest 
region, according to a new govern- 
ment survey. 

More than 30 percent of adults 
in Mississippi, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee are considered obese. In part, 
experts blame Southern eating hab- 
its, poverty and demographic groups 
that have higher obesity rates. 


Colorado was the least obese 
state, with about 19 percent fitting 
that category in a random telephone 
survey by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

The 2007 findings are similar to 
results from the same survey per- 
formed in the three previous years. 
Mississippi has had the highest obe- 
sity rate every year since 2004. But 


Alabama, Tennessee, West Virginia 
and Louisiana have also clustered 
near the top of the list, often so close 
that the difference between their 
rates and Mississippi’s may not be 
statistically significant. 

The South also has had high 
death rates from heart disease 
and stroke, health risks that have 
been linked to obesity, (ap)

FDA Lifts Tomato Warning 


Government claims 
fruit in stores today is 
safe from salmonella 

WASHINGTON I It’s OKto eat all kinds 
of tomatoes again, the U.S. govern- 
ment declared Thursday — lifting 
its salmonella warning on the sum- 
mer favorites amid signs that the 
record outbreak, while not over, 
may finally be slowing. 

Hot peppers still get a caution: 
The people most at risk of salmo- 
nella — including the elderly and 
people with weak immune systems 
— should avoid fresh jalapenos and 
serranos, health officials advised. 

Investigators still don’t know 
what caused the salmonella out- 
break, which now has sickened 
1,220 people in 42 states. 

But Thursday’s move, coming 
as the tomato industry estimates 
its losses at more than $100 mil- 
lion, doesn’t mean that tomatoes 
harvested in the spring are cleared. 
It just means that the tomatoes in

QUNU, SOUTH AFRICA I Gardeners 
mowed the lawn outside the tiny 
museum honoring local hero Nel- 
son Mandela on Thursday, while a 
work crew laid new tarmac on the 
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choir rehearsed a song it created 
especially for him. 

The anti-apartheid icon planned 
to spend his 90th birthday Friday 
at home in the southeastern village 
of Qunu with his family, and the 
whole village is celebrating. 

“We are very excited,” school 
principal Mpondomise Ndzambo 
said, sitting in this office beneath 
a photograph of the former presi- 
dent. “Usually, these celebrations 
are done in Johannesburg, so this 
is a way of being part of it.” 

Perched atop a hill, the Nkalane 
Junior Secondary School overlooks 
Mandela’s sprawling homestead and 
enjoys a special relationship with 
its famous neighbor. 

Mandela helped raise funds so 
the school could build new class- 
rooms and move out of a dilapidat- 
ed mud structure. “He has done a 
lot for us, especially for the school,” 
Ndzambo said.

Mandela was imprisoned for 
nearly three decades for his fight 
against apartheid. He was released 
in 1990 to lead negotiations that 
ended decades of racist white rule 
and then was elected president in 
South Africa’s first democratic elec- 
tions, in 1994. 

He completed his term in 1999 
and did not run again but has con- 
tinued to take a leading role in the 
fight against poverty, illiteracy and 
AIDS in Africa. 

His birthday is an annual cause 
for celebration in South Africa. The 
country has been celebrating since 
the start of the year, with museum 
exhibitions, reunions of anti- apart- 
heid veterans, a weekend speech by 
Liberian President Ellen Johnson 
Sirleaf, and the launch of special

Gun Registry Turnout Low 


MPD turns away man 
whose lawsuit helped 
lift gun ban in D.C. 

WASHINGTON | The plaintiff in the 
Supreme Court case that overturned 
Washington’s 32 -year- old handgun 
ban was the first to arrive Thurs- 
day as the city began registering 
firearms. 

But security guard Dick Heller 
was turned away from police head- 
quarters because he didn’t bring his 
weapon as required. 

Thursday marked the first day 
District of Columbia residents 
could begin registering or apply- 
ing for handguns since the Supreme 
Court struck down one of the strict- 
est gun laws in the nation. Heller 
complained, however, that city 


officials were still making it dif- 
ficult to register his firearm and 
exercise his constitutional right to 
bear arms. 

“I’ve been rejected again,” said 
Heller, who sued the city after his 
application for a handgun license 
was rejected in 
2003. 

The Supreme 
Court ruled June 
26 that the Sec- 
ond Amend- 
ment guaran- 
tees the right to 
have guns for 
self-defense. Since then, city offi- 
cials have moved quickly to abide 
by the decision. Under emergency 
legislation passed this week by the 
D.C. Council, residents may keep 
handguns only for self-defense — at 


home unloaded and disassembled, 
or equipped with trigger locks. 

A weapon can be readied for use 
only if there’s the “reasonably per- 
ceived threat of immediate harm.” 
The law also bans weapons broadly 
defined as machine guns that can 
fire 12 rounds or more, which 
rules out most semiautomatic 
handguns. 

Dane von Breichenruchardt, a 
gun advocate and adviser to Hell- 
er, said further legal challenges are 
likely because city officials continue 
to insist on such stringent regula- 
tions. “They think they’re above the 
Supreme Court,” he said, echoing 
other gun rights advocates. 

Besides Heller, about 60 resi- 
dents showed up at police headquar- 
ters Thursday — mostly to pick up 
applications for firearms, (ap)

Enhances Driver’s View 


Windshield 

GM says technology 
can help older drivers 
spot dangers ahead 

WARREN, MICH. | When Coke bottle 
glasses just won’t cut it for safe driv- 
ing, a futuristic windshield might 
do the trick. 

General Motors researchers are 
working on a windshield that com- 
bines lasers, infrared sensors and 
a camera to take what’s happen- 
ing on the road and enhance it, so 


aging drivers with vision problems 
are able to see a little more clearly 
behind the wheel. 

GM’s new windshield won’t 
improve drivers’ vision, but it will 
make objects stand out that could 
otherwise go unnoticed. 

For example, during a foggy 
drive, a laser projects a blue line 
onto the windshield that follows the 
edge of the road. Or if infrared sen- 
sors detect a person or animal in the 
driver’s path during a night drive, 
its outline is projected on the wind- 


shield to highlight its location. 

It’s possible because of a trans- 
parent coating on the windshield 
that lights up when struck by ultra- 
violet light. 

AARP spokeswoman Nancy 
Thompson said she believes driv- 
ers heading toward old age will 
embrace the technology. 

“It seems like a logical exten- 
sion of the boomer lifestyle to 
include technology that makes 
them safer on the road,” she said.

Disney’s newest 
Tomorrowland is 
surprisingly nostalgic 

IN SUNDAY STYLE & ARTS I But really. 
This is Tomorrowland? From the 
Disney force that convinced us 
humanity’s future soared among 
the stars back in 1955, when tele- 
vision only had three channels 
and Sputnik was unheard of? 
That made rocketeer Wernher von 
Braun a household name and filled 
our imaginations with doughnut- 
shaped space stations? 

The future it is now present- 
ing is a pumpkin pie that smells 
of cinnamon. 

We know because Disneyland’s 
newest multimillion- dollar Tomor- 
rowland attraction, the Innoven- 
tions Dream Home, is receiving 
its first visitors this month. When 
you view the replica pie in the 
fancy oven, the cabinet next to it 
squirts a highly convincing aroma 
of Thanksgiving. 

Disney — so far into our heads, 
hopes and dreams that it is legend- 
arily the Mouse that built the bet- 


ter people trap — is now present- 
ing not so much the future, but the 
future that it thinks we want. Wan- 
der around Tomorrowland and it 
no longer gleams with white plastic 
and blue trim. No “2001.” It is an 
antique future, a bronze future, full 
of things that look like astrolabes 
channeling Leonardo da Vinci. 

The future of the future is in 
the past? 

“This is an aspirational future,” 
says Disney spokesman John J. 


Nicoletti. 

What’s interesting about 
Tomorrowland’s newest future is 
its focus on what doesn’t change. 
This Dream Home future at 360 
Tomorrowland Way in Disney’s 
original Anaheim, Calif., park is 
intentionally reassuring. The cast 
evokes a multigenerational intact 
nuclear family, the Eliases, which 
includes one daughter (Princess) 
and two sons, and two vigorous 
grandparents who live so close as 


to routinely drop by. This future 
has the sound of crickets outside 
the front door, and a light breeze 
forever blowing through its flow- 
ering vines. 

But this is absolutely not the 
future in the research pipeline. No 
genetically modified critters here 
that eat carbon dioxide and poop

gasoline. No nanobots smaller than 
blood cells, cruising our bodies to 
zap cancer. No brain implants that 
expand our memory. No dragon- 
fly-size surveillance bots, no pills 
that shut off the brain’s trigger to 
sleep, no modified mitochondria 
sustaining our energy while mak- 
ing obesity as quaint as polio. 

Apparently, that tsunami of 
change doesn’t sell. That disturb- 
ing but dazzling future rumbling 
our way is distinctly different from 
the soothing one Disney thinks we 
crave. 

“Americans feel very little con- 
nection to the future anymore,” says 
Danny Hillis. 

Hillis is in a singular position to 
make this statement. He has long 
been a deity of the computer age, 
having pioneered massively paral- 
lel processing — now the basis for 
most advanced computers. Then he 
was a Disney fellow, and vice presi- 
dent for research and development 
at Walt Disney Imagineering. 

“What I think it says is that we 
are nostalgic for a time when we 
believed in the future. ... People 
want to feel some connectedness 
to the future. The way Disney deliv- 
ers that is to reach back in time a 
little bit to the past when they did 
feel connected. 

“It’s a bit of a cop-out. There was 
a time when the future was stream- 
lined jet cars. Rather than create a 
new sense of the future, they say. 
Ah, remember when we believed 
that the future was streamlined 
jet cars?’ It’s a feeling of connec- 
tion to the future, rather than con-

Going Nowhere 


Nationals are on pace 
for their worst season 
since moving to D.C. 

N AT 1 0 N A L S I Fate may have caught 
up with the Nationals. 

Few organizations in base- 
ball have been able to launch a 
rebuilding operation from the low 
minors up without avoiding a disas- 
trous season or two along the way. 
Washington’s 73-89 record last 
season was a positive sign. Their 
36-60 mark at the break this time 
around seemed a lot more like low- 
payroll karma. 

While the results may not change 
drastically in the second half, the 
team will continue to change. 

The Nationals play their 97th 


game of the season Friday night 
in Atlanta, knowing that even the 
most amazing of runs probably can’t 
erase the 16 -game deficit they face 
in the National League East. That’s 
especially true when you consider 
the circumstances that are prob- 
ably in store for the club. 

“We’ve got a pretty good group 
of guys here,” outfielder Austin 
Kearns said. “You’ve just got to be 
professional about it, come in here 
and keep working. That’s the only 
thing you can do.” 

While many praise Manny Acta 


for the job he’s done keeping the 
Nationals’ on-field efforts positive, 
the manager may have to deal with 
a revolving door of players in the 
locker room in the second half. 

Players who weren’t expected 
to be in the mix, like outfielder 
Roger Bernadina and utility man 
Kory Casto, have had a decent num- 
ber of at-bats in the last few weeks 
while filling in for the regulars on 
the disabled list. 

Ten pitchers started at least one 
game for the Nationals in the first 
half, and that number may climb 


in the final 65 games because of 
potential trades and late- season 
call-ups. 

Then there’s the task of re- 
incorporating all the injured play- 
ers. The Nationals are just start- 
ing to welcome back four of their 
top five hitters from their opening 
day lineup, including Ryan Zim- 
merman, who has been out since 
May 25 with a small tear in his 
left labrum. 

The third baseman is current- 
ly on a rehab assignment with 
Triple -A Columbus. Acta said he 
was swinging the bat well before 
the break. 

“We’re not going to put him in 
jeopardy,” Acta said. “If he’s feeling 
any type of pain, obviously, it’s not

Who is Jim Zorn? 


I The Redskins’ coaching staff and players loved to tell stories 
about how Joe Gibbs was in the facilities all hours of the night, 
breaking down opponents. All that work yielded mixed results 
in his second stint in D.C. So, what type of coach will Zorn be? 

An offensive coach by trade, he’s never held a coordinator or 
head job in the NFL. He’s appeared hands-on with the offense 
thus far, and it wouldn’t be a surprise if the man who was 
originally hired as the offensive coordinator steers clear 
of Greg Blatche’s defensive unit while learning the ropes. 

After all, he has many new responsibilities, like remem- 
bering how many time-outs the team has left. 


What will the sec- 
ondary look like? 

Shawn Springs is a year 
older. Carlos Rogers is coming off 
reconstructive right knee surgery. 
LaRon Landry is a sophomore with 
Springs big shoes to fill. The Redskins’ sec- 

ondary entered last season look- 
ing like the one sure thing on the team. But Sean 
Taylor’s death and the fragility of their cornerbacks 
make this a question mark for 2008. Fred Smoot 
will probably begin the season as a starter in place 
of Rogers, and Stuart Schweigert should battle 
Reid Doughty for the second safety spot.

4 Will the new offense take? 

The Gibbs regime wasn’t much for stretching 
the field consistently. But with a strong-armed 
quarterback who likes going deep, Zorn’s West Coast offense 
may end up doing just that. Jason Campbell (2,700 yards 
on 60 percent passing) will have to complete more pass- 
es for the scheme to work, but that seems like a realis- 
tic step in his development. It’s his seventh offensive 
coordinator of the last eight years, but, after two 
years in A1 Saunders’ seemingly confusing offense, 
Zorn’s approach maybe a welcome change. 


3 Who gets punted? 

Washington’s selection of Geor- 
gia Tech’s Durant Brooks (the 
reigning Ray Guy award winner and the 
only punter taken in the draft) in the sixth 
round may signal the end of Derrick Frost’s 
tenure in Washington. Then again. Frost 
has outkicked competition in training camp 
before. On the other foot, place kicker Shawn 
Suisham’s job appears safe for now. 


How are the new guys? 

The Redskins took a year off from 
making big free-agent signings and 
tried to build the old-fashioned way 
by plucking talent from the draft. Playing into 
their new coach’s scheme, Washington traded 
down and stockpiled three big-bodied receiv- 
ing targets with its first three choices. Devin 
Thomas, Fred Davis and Malcolm Kelly should 
combine with Santana Moss, Antawn Randle-El 
and Chris Cooley to make a solid receiving corps. 
The draft impact may be felt further down the 
line, too, as the Redskins replenished their defen- 
sive backfield with three players, took an offensive guard 
who may one day start and snagged a project quarterback.

Tour Is 
Tainted 
Again 

Popular Italian cyclist 
disqualified from race 
again marred by drugs 

CYCLING I Drugs hit the Tour de 
France again Thursday, and the 
third doping bust netted the big- 
gest name yet: Italy’s Riccardo 
Ricco, a winner of two stages. 

The disclosure came hours 
before the 12th stage, which Brit- 
ain’s Mark Cavendish won, while 
Australia’s Cadel Evans kept the 
yellow jersey. 

But as is often the case in cycling, 
drugs overshadowed racing. This is 
the third straight year the sport’s 
showpiece event has been under- 
cut by doping. 

Ricco was detained by police and 
booed by spectators before the stage. 
All three busts have involved the 
performance enhancer EPO. 

His Saunier-Duval team with- 
drew from the Tour. Last year, two 
teams withdrew, and race leader 
Michael Rasmussen was kicked out 
just days before the end for lying 
about his whereabouts to avoid pre- 
Tour testing. 

Ricco tested positive after the 
fourth stage, a time trial in Cholet. 
The Giro d’ltalia runner-up won 
the sixth and ninth stages of this 
Tour and was ninth overall enter- 
ing Thursday.

The Dark Knight’s’ 
card-carrying psycho 
carries the movie 

FILM I It’s difficult to separate the 
movie from its mystique. 

Even under ordinary circum- 
stances, “The Dark Knight” would 
have been one of the most hotly 
awaited movies of the summer 
blockbuster season. The death of 
Heath Ledger in January has ampli- 
fied the buzz around the film — and 
his crazed performance as the Joker 
— to extraordinary levels. 

Nothing could possibly satisfy 
that kind of expectation. “The Dark 
Knight” comes pretty close. 

Christopher Nolan’s film is indeed 
an epic that will leave you staggering 
from the theater, stunned by its scope 
and complexity. As director and co- 


writer, Nolan has also found a way to 
mix in some fun with his philosophiz- 
ing. Ambitious, explosive set pieces 
share screen time with meaty debates 
about good versus evil and the nature 
of — and need for — a hero. 

Batman (Christian Bale) has 
been that guy. Now, he’s not so sure 
he should be anymore. He’s protect- 
ed Gotham fiercely, but the new dis- 
trict attorney, Harvey Dent (Aaron 
Eckhart), seems to be putting a dent 
in organized crime with help from 
Lt. Gordon (Gary Oldman). Perhaps 
Batman should return to his “nor- 
mal” life as billionaire Bruce Wayne 
and leave the cleanup work to the 
professionals. 

And so “The Dark Knight” pres- 
ents an existential crisis — what 
comic-book hero doesn’t suffer 
these? — but does so in a totally 
different way from its predecessor. 


Whereas “Batman Begins” felt too 
solemn and introspective, this 
installment might actually be too 
fast. Like the Caped Crusader him- 
self, speeding through the streets

of Gotham City on his tricked- out 
Batbike, Nolan moves breathlessly 
from one scene to the next. 

Nolan was wise enough, howev- 
er, to give Ledger plenty of room to 
shine — albeit in the actor’s indelibly 
perverse, twisted way. There’s noth- 


ing cartoony about his Joker. Yes, 
he’s funny, wringing laughs from 
both clever one-liners and mani- 
acally grand schemes. He can be 
playful. But because there’s no logic 
behind his mayhem, he’s also truly 
terrifying. His attacks on Gotham 
are meticulously planned, and yet 
his sole inspiration is to create 
chaos, then watch the city squirm 
and burn. 

That his attacks grow larger 
each time, regardless of the col- 
lateral damage, makes him genu- 
inely disturbing. Ledger seems to 
have understood that and brings 
an appropriate — and riveting — 
unpredictability to the role. 

Back to Batman, though — 
because theoretically, it is his 
movie, right? 

Bale seems more assured than 
ever, now that he has more facets 
of Batman/Bruce’s personality to 
reveal than he did in the last film. 
His relationship with the Joker is 
strangely symbiotic — you could 
even call it codependent. Or as the 
Joker puts it, “You and I could do 
this forever.”

FILM I ABBA songs are, of course, 
evil in musical form. 

Just try getting “Dancing Queen” 
out of your head once it’s burrowed 
its way in there. “Waterloo,” too, is 
especially pesky. But “Mamma Mia” 
might be the most tenacious tune 
in the 1970s Swedish pop group’s 
canon. 

The insanely catchy hit inspired 
a hugely successful Broadway 
musical a decade ago and now is 
the basis for a big, summer movie. 
“Mamma Mia!” is a massive mess, 
but it’s fun. 

If “Mamma Mia! ” works on any 
level at all, it’s through the sheer 
radiance of Meryl Streep, clearly 
having a blast letting loose as its 
star, the former rocker chick Donna. 
Watching the woman who is con- 
sidered the greatest actress of our 
time belting out numbers in a spar- 
kly, spandex jumpsuit and platform 
boots can indeed be a hoot. 

Amanda Seyfried (“Mean Girls”) 
is also solid as Donna’s daughter, 
Sophie, who is getting married on 
a Greek island and invites three of 


Donna’s former flames to deter- 
mine which one is Sophie’s father. 
Christine Baranski and Julie Wal- 
ters, meanwhile, are splashy scene - 
stealers as Donna’s best friends and 
former backup singers, Tanya and 
Rosie. 

But not everyone fares so well. 
Pierce Brosnan and Stellan Skars- 
gard, as two of the potential dads, 
should never be allowed to sing in 
public again unless it’s karaoke 
night. As Bachelor No. 3, Colin 
Firth has a touch more musical 
ability, but then his character is 


stuck with a contrived subplot 
that comes out of nowhere. 

Ah, yes, the plot — there is one 
wedged in among all those ABBA 
songs. And yet the songs are the 
whole point, the reason crowds 
have been flocking to this show for 
years, and the reason the “Mamma 
Mia! ” movie will probably turn out 
to be an enormous crowd-pleaser. 
No, most of the actors can’t sing, 
but they know that, and they know 
that we know that, and that gives 
thefilmasortofroughhewn 
charm, christy lemire (ap) 


Barrel 
Of ‘Space 
Chimps’ 

PRIMATES I “I’m just a little chim- 
panzee who wants to have fun.” 

That’s how Cheryl Hines explains 
why she joined the voice cast of 
the new animated comedy “Space 
Chimps.”

to help retrieve it. But Ham III is 
a free-spirited circus performer 
more interested in zero gravity 
high jinks than living up to his 
illustrious heritage. He’s also a bit 
of goofball, which doesn’t amuse 
his fellow simian space travelers. 
Titan (Patrick Warburton) and 
Luna (Hines). 

“It’s more of a ‘Tommy Boy’ ver- 
sion of ‘The Right Stuff,”’ sums up 
DeMicco. 

Ham III is voiced by “Saturday 
Night Live’s” Andy Samberg. Other 
cast members include Kristin Che- 
noweth and Stanley Tucci. 

DeMicco credits Chenoweth for 
creating a quirky, memorable char- 
acter: an alien that’s a cross between 
a light bulb and a kewpie doll. 

“She came along and put that 
in there, and it just came alive,” he

GET SMART (PG-13, 110 minutes) Based 
on the cult TV comedy hit of the ’60s, 
the film is slick and smooth and ticks 
along primarily on the excellent chem- 
istry between Steve Carell and Anne 
Hathaway in the famed Don Adams- 
Barbara Feldon roles as Agent 86 and 
hisfar-more-capablefemale partner, 99, 
in the employ of spy agency CONTROL. 
Dwayne Johnson has a nice turn as a 
good-natured uber-agent23, who casu- 
ally beats the stuffing out of everyone, 
then smiles broadly and says, ‘‘Let’s go 
to lunch.”

GONZO: THE LIFE AND WORK OF DR. 
HUNTER S. THOMPSON (R, 120 min- 
utes) A wallow in all things Thompson, 
the Rolling Stone reporter who intro- 
duced a form of participatory, crazed, 
possibly booze- and hallucinogenic- 
driven reportage called ‘‘gonzo.” Thefilm 
is undone by an issuethat challenges all 
biographical documentaries. It can show 
only what’s already there, and there’s a lot 


more on some issues than others. The 
film is largelyfortrue believers and hasa 
good time — and gives a good time — re- 
creating some of its subject’s amusingly 
outlandish stunts as well as his defiant- 
ly unprofessional behavior. It seems to 
celebrate him more for his attitude, his 
fashionably leftist politics, hisfame and 
his friendships than for any meaningful 
accomplishment, (sh) 

HANCOCK (PG-13, 82 minutes) Will 
Smith plays a superhero assisted in 
the miraculous by cutting-edge spe- 
cial effects and by the specialest effect 
of them all, Charlize Theron. It begins 
with Hancockawaking on a park bench in 
Los Angeles, another grizzled, soused, 
unwashed member of thatcity’s home- 
less. Then he shoots skyward like an 
Atlas headed for Moscow. Quickly he 
diverts to a law enforcement crisis, a run- 
ning gunfight on the freeway. He saves 
theday with adrunk’sfinesse, and rath- 
er than being feted, he reconfirms that 
Angelenos havetired of his man-of-steel 
thing, so hequicklyfinds relief in alcohol 
and the nearest park bench. So what is 
a despised superhero to do? Hire a PR 
man (Jason Bateman). It’s kind of amus- 
ing, butthen the movietakes quite possi- 
bly the strangest turn in movie history. It 
changes course, tone, concern and story 
issue, and never recovers, (sh) 
HELLBOY II: THE GOLDEN ARMY (PG- 
13, 110 minutes) Fans will be gratified by 
Guillermo del Toro’s affectionate sequel 
to his film ‘‘Hellboy,” in which he intro- 
duced the screen’s most lovable anti- 
superhero, a giant the color of boiled 
lobster with Chiclet teeth and a really 


bad attitude. The great Ron Perlman is 
back as the cigar-smoking, chocolate- 
addicted lug, who again is joined in his 
exploits by his equally funny and flawed 
cohorts: the gentle, blue-gilled Abe 
Sapien and Liz Sherman (Selma Blair), 
now Hellboy’s girlfriend and still prone 
to literallyfiery outbursts. Theenterprise 
reeks of authenticity and is shotthrough 
with thefranchise’s signature goofiness, 
sarcasm and good heart. As he has done 
in all his movies, del Toro creates unfor- 
gettable images, filled with color, texture, 
lyricism and horror, (ah) 

JOURNEYTO THE CENTER OFTHE EARTH 
(PG, 92 minutes) The latest iteration of 
the Jules Verneclassic uses modern cin- 
ematic technology with verveand ingenu- 
ity. College geologist Trevor Anderson 
(Brendan Fraser) and his 13-year-old 
nephew, Sean (Josh Hutcherson), find 
themselves on atripto Iceland, wherea 
volcano is showing unusual activity. With 
the help ofa gorgeous mountain climber 
named Hannah (Anita Briem), they get 
to their desired destination, only to be 
shunted into an abandoned mineduringa 
thunderstorm. From there, they’re hurled 
farther downward until they reach the tit- 
ular center of the Earth. Thefilm isterrific 
family entertainment, an action comedy 
on par with ‘‘Night at the Museum” and 
‘‘National Treasure.”

the KittrecJges are solidly ensconcecJ in 
their suburban home, secureand warm 
andfull of loveforoneanother. PerkyQ- 
year-old Kit (Abigail Breslin) is trying 
to “break into print” at the downtown 
Cincinnati Register. We watch as the 
Depression erodes the sanctity of the 
Kittredges’ middle-class security. Dad 
(ChrisO’Donnell) loses his car dealership 
and can’tfind work; gradually thefamily 
makes the decision to take in boarders, 
and Dad hitstheroad. In what seems like 


10 minutes Mom (Julia Ormond) and the 
kid are sharing the abode with zanies, 
wackos and crazies! The movie deserves 
some kind of award for obviousness as it 
telegraphs every development, traffics 
in stereotypes and cliches, and merrily 
appends21st-century political correct- 
ness onto the 20th centu ry’s hardest and 
grimiest decade. The tweener girls for 
whom it is aimed deserve better, (sh) 
KUNG FU PANDA (PG, 90 minutes) At a 
brisk and appropriate 88 minutes, this 
computer-animated DreamWorks film 
is infectious and inspiring. Jack Blackas 
panda Po and isthe vocal embodiment 
of the lazy dreamer. Dustin Hoffman is 
terrific as martial arts master Shifu, who 


isalternately wise, worldly, irritated and 
mournful over the traitorous defection 
to the dark side of his once prize pupil 
Tai Lung (Ian McShane). To deflect Tai 
Lung’s inevitable attempt to seize the 
legendary Dragon Scroll, Shifu has 
assembled the Furious Five: Tigress 
(Angelina Jolie), Crane (David Cross), 
Monkey (Jackie Chan!), Mantis (Seth 
Rogen) and Viper (Lucy Liu). There’s 
not much for the supporting players to 
do; itisthe“PoShow,”thetriumph ofthe 
adorable over the malevolent. As such, 
it is not a documentary. It is, however, a 
really good time, (ja) 

MEET DAVE (PG, 91 minutes) The film 
features a rather clever premise, ide- 


ally suited to the gifts of its star, Eddie 
Murphy: physical comedy and mimic- 
ry. Murphy plays two roles here. One, 
the Captain, is a two- inch -high alien in 
charge of atiny crew of interstellar explor- 
ers. Dave isthe nameofthecrew’s ship 
— a human-size robot modeled on the 
Captain — which has just crashed into 
New York’s Liberty Island. “Meet Dave” 
chronicles the exploits of Dave as he 
meets and tries to blend in with the 
locals; meanwhile, each of his “human” 
functions is being controlled inside his 
body by one of the Captain’s tiny crew. 
There are moments that make the most 
of Murphy’s assets here, but not nearly 
enough of them; for the most part, the

film features him moving with unblinking 
passivity through the urban landscape, 
uttering things like “My colon is impact- 
ed” with roboticflatness. You’ll no doubt 
forget Dave within minutes, but at least 
became in peace, (ah) 

MONGOL (R, 124 minutes) A wallow in 
old movie pleasures, full of battles, fly- 
ing dust, thousands of men on horse- 
back, beautiful women, treachery, 
slaughter, really cool hats and even 
more slaughter. When the big-bud- 
get, cast-o’-thousands Russian epic 


begins, Temudjin (played by Japanese 
heartthrob Tadanobu AsanoV), as the 
man who would become Genghis Khan 
was once known, is a 9-year-old kid on 
his wayto pickouta bride. Temudjin has 
seen Borte, and that’s enough for him. So 
that core of love, lustand touchy-feely is 
what drives “Mongol”. Still, there’s a lot 
of guy stuff. They ride, they fight, they 
ride some more, they fight some more. 
Whoever was on the electronic blood 
spurt machine probably got overtimeor 
at least a bonus. In the end, we’re about a 
third of the way through the great Khan’s 
life. That suggests two sequels. I, for one, 
can’t wait, (sh) 

SEX AND THE CITY (R, 136 minutes) With 


its unapologetic materialism, raunchi- 
ness and heroines who managed to be 
sympathetic even in the midst of almost 
pathological self-absorption, “Sexand 
the City” became one of the most suc- 
cessful guilty pleasures in the history of 
Sunday night TV. The movie version suc- 
ceeds just as well, cramming what used 
to take a whole season into a nearly 261 / 
27-hour marathon of men, misery and 
Manolos. Clearly made for the show’s 
devoted fans, newcomers to the story 
might be puzzled at the movie’s wor- 
ship of Louis Vuitton purses and the 
silly women who carry them. But one 
of the movie’s great pleasures is how 
the filmmakers embrace their charac- 


ters’ advancing ages while celebrat- 
ing over-40 fabulosity. Like the show, 
the movie invites inevitable questions: 
Does it simply perpetuate retrograde, 
materialistic myths about having it all, 
or is it an example of feminism in four- 
inch heels? Altogether now: We can’t 
help butwonder. (ah) 

WALL*E (G, 97 minutes) Set in a future in 
which Earth has become covered in trash 
and swept by dust storms and wherethe 
only wildlife isthecockroach, “WALLrE” 
refers to our hero: a Waste Allocation 
Load Lifter, Earth class. He has been left 
behind to toil endlessly in the shadow of 
the planet’s rubbish skyline. Meanwhile, 
humankind has been traveling through 


space for 700 years waiting for Earth 
to regenerate. Thanks to the constant 
attention of robots, the human race has 
been reduced to morbid obesity, sloth 
and interactive video screens. This is not 
the Enchanted Forest. It’s too plausible 
for that. “WALLrE” is really an art film. 
It is besotted with its own technology, 
its own art — almost to the point that it 
allowstechnologyto sublimate the story. 
It is a jewel of afilm in conception, exe- 
cution and message, (ja) 

WANTED (R, 104 minutes) Angelina Jolie 
takes on a gats-and-tats role as a gor- 
geous assassin in Timur Bekmambetov’s 
adaptation of MarkMillar and J.G. Jones’

His con- 
stantly fighting parents are teetering 
onthe brinkoffinancial ruin; Stephanie

good job setting up the atmosphere in 
New York atthe dawn of Giuliani Time, 
thanks especially to a soundtrack dom- 
inated by such hip-hop godfathers as 
Nasand Notorious B.I.G. Hedoesn’tdo 
quite as effective a job with his charac- 
ters, who never quite manageto earn our 
sympathies.

More colleges are 
offering eco-friendly 
dorms and programs 

This fall, students at Sarah Law- 
rence College’s Warren Green hall 
will be composting together, mon- 
itoring their electricity usage and 
drying their laundry on a clothes- 
line. They will share appliances, 
cooking and shopping to reduce 
waste and energy, and use electric 
light as little as possible. 

And rising junior Justin Butler, 
20, couldn’t be happier to live there. 

“It means a lot to me that the 
college is thinking about this real- 
ly seriously,” says the co -founder 
of Sustainable SLC (Sarah Law- 
rence College), which partnered 
with the school on the green res- 
idence house. “It’s very different 
if it’s just students working for 
this as opposed to it being a joint 
effort.” 

Most colleges have been envi- 
ronmentally conscious for years.

with campus cleanups and recy- 
cling efforts that are often led by 
students. But now they are focus- 
ing on where students live, creat- 
ing green residence halls that are 
becoming a hot destination for eco- 
minded students. 

While many keep green in mind 
when building new residence halls, 
some are taking it a step further, 
renovating student housing to make 


it more sustainable and implement- 
ing programs to promote perma- 
nent lifestyle changes. 

Wake Forest University has 
installed Energy Star appliances, 
low-flow shower heads and water- 
saving toilets in its student housing. 
Emory University’s Turman Hall 
displays energy consumption for 
the entire building on a monitor 
in the lobby. While residents can 
individually control the tempera- 
ture setting in their room, it has to 
be within the university’s approved 
thermostat settings. 

Prospective parents and stu- 
dents are asking about sustain- 
ability, says Mark Cunningham, 
director of housing and dining 
at the University of California,

San Diego, which conducts focus 
groups at high schools. 

Colleges brag about their Lead- 
ership in Energy and Environmen- 
tal Design (LEED) certificate from 
the U.S. Green Building Council, a 
Washington, D.C. -based nonprof- 
it. There are 236 LEED -certified 
buildings on college campuses, and 
another 1,547 campus buildings are 
LEED -registered, which means they 
are pursuing certification. 

Rollins College spent about 
$8.5 million renovating the 
200 -bed Ward Hall, with two-thirds 
raised through donations and charita- 
ble gifts, said George Herbst, vice pres- 
ident and treasurer of the college. 

“We decided that rather than 
tear down and haul all the concrete 
and structural steel to the landfill, 
that it would be more environmen- 
tally responsible to rebuild it using 
the existing structure,” says Herbst. 
“It has common bathrooms, but the 
structure was good.” 

The LEED system gives cred- 
it for reusing structural elements 


and materials, but renovating does 
pose challenges, says Baird Dixon, 
principal with Street Dixon Rick 
Architecture, which designed five 
new green residence halls at Van- 
derbilt University. 

There is more planning involved 


— many old buildings aren’t built 
to current codes — and additional 
resources maybe needed to restore a 
building to its original condition. 

At Vanderbilt, which renovated 
and built new residence halls, find- 
ing large quantities of renewable 


resources, such as bamboo floor- 
ing, was challenging, and a great 
deal of time, energy and analysis 
went into determining whether to 
use graywater, which was ultimate- 
ly rejected. 

While going green saves money 
in the long run by reducing energy 
and water usage, it comes at a price, 
says Cunningham. Raise costs to 
live in green dorms too much and 
students will move off campus. 

“It puts a lot of pressure on us 
because room and board rates are 
part of affordability to live on cam- 
pus,” he says. “You have to build a 
building. The greener you want to 
make it, the more money you have to 
spend on it. We look for alternative 
funding, but it’s a challenge.” 

At Rollins College, the invest- 
ment seems to have paid off 

“If we had another building like 
this, we would fill it up instantly,” 
Herbst says. “The students want to 
be there. They like the idea of the 
work we have done with sustain- 
ability.”

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■ Beer and Popsicles are such classic sum- 
mer treats, it was only a matter of time before 
someone combined them. Frank Morales, chef 
at Alexandria’s Rustico (827 Slaters Lane), 
accidentally invented the Brew Pop last year 
when he left a bottle of lambic (a fruit beer) 
in the freezer. He started selling the boozy 
sweets, but the ABC cried foul. Now, thanks to 
a law change, they're back on the menu. 


Why were Brew Pops initially 
deemed illegal? 

The ABC told us that there was an 
arcane law on the books that beer 
had to be served in the container it 
was bottled in, or poured and con- 
sumed immediately. By putting it in 
another container, we were break- 
ing the law. 

What changed? 

Well, they figured out they were just 
2 to 3 percent alcohol. And they’ve 
amended the law, so we’re allowed 
to as long as we can track which 
beer is in them. 

So, I can come in and, for $5, have 
a frozen Bud on a stick? 

No, we’re mostly doing lambics 
— cherry, peach, plum beers. We 


combine them with things like 
fruit and sugar. And we’ve got a 
rich and creamy stout pop. It’s 
very chocolatey. 

Will they make me tipsy? 

You know how many you’d have 
to eat? They’re just 4 ounces each! 
They’re really more a representa- 
tion of a beer than a drink. 

Are there any other unusual ways you 
use beer at Rustico? 

I do beer salts, which I make by 
pouring ports or stouts over them. 
It gives salt a malty, roasty taste. I 
also do a lambic jelly that I’ll serve 
Virginia oysters over. 

Does any food not go with beer? 

There are some foods that won’t go

with wine. But I haven’t run into 
anything I won’t have beer with, 
because of the cleansing effect of 
the bubbles and effervescence. 

Pizza is also a star at Rustico. How 
can I make a good one at home? 

The secret is knowing where your 
dough is and responding to it. Ovens 
fluctuate. If yours is really hot, you 
may need a colder dough. 


But isn’t dough tricky at home? 

Honestly, if you have the time and 
a KitchenAid, make it. You’ll make 
some mistakes, but you’ll figure it 
out with practice. And it’s so much 
fun. 

Which cooking gadget would you 
never be without at home? 

My wife has a penchant for cutting 
wherever she is. So, a cutting board.

I always run around putting one 
down. And I’ve also got a new pas- 
sion for barbecue, so I have a new 
Traeger Smoker.

My daughter is 8, and she just likes 
to cook with me, whether it’s mak- 
ing cupcakes or shelling beans. My 
son is 5, and he likes macaroni and 
cheese, and grilled cheese. But I 
sneak peas into his quesadillas.

And because you’re a guy, I bet 
that’s sometimes weird.

If anything, they pay 
their employees more now and 
have more benefits. Other com- 
panies need to spend less time on 


What do you think about this new 
boom in handmade goods, like what 
you find on Etsy? 

I’m interested in where it’s going 
with these thousands of young 
creators. The ideology is a back- 
lash against this mass-produced 
culture. You can’t walk into a store 
and ask, “Where did this come from 
and what is it made of?” But these 
artists can show their objects and 
say, “The reason this costs more is I

made it myself with my own hands.” 
And it also draws people who just 
think it’s pretty and appealing. 
I recently bought a necktie from 
Etsy and business cards.

No matter how cool my business 
card is, that doesn’t affect how 
much of an individual I’ll be. I’m 
already an individual. These com- 
panies make a big deal about how 
they’ll allow customization, but I 
used to draw on my sneakers. No 
one had to allow me to do that. 

Why is the iPod a brand that every- 
one seems to love? 

It brought together people with dif- 
ferent motivations. I know there was 
a time when people said, “I don’t 
need that.” But then came the herd. 
You’d think by now, with the number 
of white headphones, a conformist 
thing would come in, but I guess it’s 
more tribal. 

What does it take to really under- 
stand consumer culture? 

I definitely had this above-it-all atti- 
tude that I’d never fall for that. We 
all feel that way. But the key is know- 
ing that you’re never really above it 
all. That’s a good place to be.

A big 
statement piece like a large pho- 
tograph, a colorful abstract paint- 
ing or an antique poster can anchor 
a room on its own. Just remember, 
as Alec MacKaye, an art installer 
at the Phillips Collection, says: 
“Give space to the piece, and don’t 
let lights dangle in front of it.” 

And you’d never buy a bed with- 


affordable art 

out measuring your boudoir, so why 
start knocking holes in drywall if 
you haven’t planned out where your 
art should go? Pre-hanging, lay the 
pieces of your arty puzzle on the 
floor and move them around until 
you get the most pleasing compo- 
sition. Then measure the wall and 
adjust. “The center of the frame or 
group should be at the average per- 
son’s eye level, 60 inches from the 
floor,” says MacKaye. 

Don’t be afraid to hang things 
closer to the floor than you’d think. 
“Err on the side of hanging lower 
than you think you should,” says 
Allison Marvin, founder of Sightline 
art consulting (Sightline. biz). “It 
brings the work into the room and 
defines space.” 

Smaller works can also look 
fab if you wittily mix new and 
old, expensive and not so much. 
Current trends lean toward salon- 
style walls, which, in the manner of 
19th-century stylistas, get jammed 
with images. Think vintage maps 
from Second Story Books (2000 
P St. NW; 202-659-8884) or oils 
from a consignment store like the 
Christ Child Opportunity Shop

Masterpieces on a Dime 

Want to fill your walls but you don’t have Paris Hilton’s budget? Sometimes, 
as with Harry Allen’s neo-Baroque beauty (shown, $195, RCKNDY, 1515 U St. 
NW; 202-332-5639), the frame is a work of art itself. Here are some Web 
sites that’ll help you score displayable culture without going broke. 
20x200.com puts out a new photograph and work on paper each week by up- 
and-coming artists. Small prints from editions of 200 are $20, medium from 
editions of 20 are $200, and large from editions of two are $2,000. 

Fine Art Adoption Network (FAAN) (Fineartadoption.net): Write to participat- 
ing artists and tell them why you should get to “adopt” one of their works — 
for free! If they choose you, they’ll pack it up and send it out to you. Potential 
scores: Sheryl Oring’s cages stuffed with old typewriters and Dmitry 
Borshch’s creepy-cool cyanotypes of early 20th-century kids. 
Beholder-art.com sells paintings, photographs and drawings by emerging art- 
ists. (We like Suzanne Husky’s otherworldly ink-on-paper vines and flowers.) 
You can search by price, and pieces begin low, at $65. Work by artists such 
as Cynthia Connolly and Jay Stuckey go for $50 to $300. a.l.b.b. 


(1427 Wisconsin Ave. NW; 202- 
333-6635). Contemporary works 
on paper also look nice in multiples: 
Originals in Transformer Gallery’s 
(1404 P St. NW; 202-483-1102) Flat 
File often go for less than $100. 

Getting personal is what’ll really 
keep your walls from looking like 
those of a model home or hospital 
waiting room. Lawyer Meredith 
Kelly, 29, hung an abstract land- 
scape by emerging artist Alex 
Schuchard in the living room of 
her Dupont Circle apartment, 
surrounding it with a framed 
page from a friend’s screenplay 
and a print of a calculator watch 
her brother created. 

Marvin likes to display tangen- 
tial products from art shows — the 
invitation to the opening, a catalog 
page signed by the artist — which 
are frequently free and “allow you 
to reference important art world 
people you might otherwise not be 
able to have on your walls.” Marvin 
did this herself in her Chevy Chase 
home, framing a swatch of orange 
fabric that was handed out when 
Christo’s Gates were installed in 
Central Park in 2005. 

How do you get the lots-of-stuff- 
on-the-wall thing right? You could go 
the ultra-organized route and pack a 
single surface with pieces similar in 
size, shape or tone. Display them in 
neat rows or a grid ala Warhol, mak- 
ing sure there’s the same amount of 
space between each. Or, for a more 
boho feel, cover a wall free -form, 
stacking different- size paintings 
or prints about two inches apart 
in a random pattern. If you experi- 
ment, it should appear delightfully 
fresh and polished. 

Putting things in inexpensive 
matching frames (try West Elm, 
Utrecht or Ikea) gives any mini 
museum a sleek look. Or mix styles 
— a gilded gold oval here, a steel 
square there — to produce an eclec- 
tic vibe that says “I’ve been an art 
collector since Picasso was a kid.” A 
good source for vintage ones: Frame 
Mart Galleiy (3307 Connecticut Ave. 
NW; 202-363-5200). 

Inspired by old images of artists’ 
studios, Randy Rylander, 42, direc- 
tor of programming at the National 
Geographic Channel, decorated vir- 
tually every wall of his Columbia 


Heights apartment with anonymous 
vintage portraits and ’50s art- school 
abstractions. “I never worry about 
the value of something or if every- 
thing matches,” he says. “I hang 
what I love, making sure the scale 
and size are balanced.” 

Putting art in unexpected plac- 
es can add an element of surprise. 
MacKaye put a framed photo of 
vintage airplanes on a sliver of wall 
next to a closet in his Glover Park 
house. Catherine Kuhnle Fowlkes, 
34, an architect, created a mini-gal- 
lery in her Adams Morgan powder 
room by installing 45 small paint- 
ings, friends’ prints, mementos and 
family photos. “People take time and 
look at everything,” she says. 

You can also think off-the-wall, 
literally. Fowlkes tucked a small 
painting behind the pencil jar on her 
desk. “Don’t shy away from taking 


art off the walls to be closer to it,” 
says Marvin, who propped a small- 
scale photograph on a shelf to break 
up amass of books. Leaning larger 
framed pieces against a wall on the 
floor or on a shelf-like photo ledge 
($25- $155, Potterybarn.com), gives 
a relaxed look that works especial- 
ly well when you don’t have tons 
of furniture. And putting a paint- 
ing on an artist’s easel ($19 -$100, 
Plazaart.com) can lend even a non- 
masterpiece a sort of mystique. 

In the end, it’s all about what 
pleases your eye and fills the walls 
with color and life. 

“Don’t worry too much about 
making it look like something in a 
museum,” says MacKaye. “Enjoy hav- 
ing done it yourself.” Then step back, 
admire your handiwork and invite 
someone up to look at your etchings,

Chow down on 
bison steaks or 
rattlesnakes at 
a cowboy bash 

“No Country for Old Men.” “3:10 
to Yuma.” “Brokeback Mountain.” 
Anybody who has been to the movie 
theater lately knows cowpokes are 
cool again. Western boots are back 
in style, New York’s Naked Cowboy 
is a celebrity in his own right, and 
there’s even mechanical-bull riding 
at McFadden’s (2401 Pennsylvania 
Ave. NW) once a month. (The next 
bronco night is Aug. 2.) 

The West has won over so 
many new fans, it’s no surprise 
the Smithsonian’s annual Folklife 
Festival saddled up to cowboy (and 
cowgirl) culture earlier this month, 
with fresh-from-the- chuck-wagon 
cooking demos and country dance 
parties. It’s an idea that can make 
for a summer shindig that Roy 
Rogers would be proud of. And 
no, you don’t have to start a camp- 
fire in your living room. 

Chow, grub, eats: Whatever you 
call it, food is central to cowboy life 
— how else do you think they get the 
energy to rope calves? Serve such 
down-home faves as pork chops 
or meat loaf, or get a little fancier, 
but keep in mind that vittles on the 


range tended to be “simple, satis- 
fying, hearty and always a little bit 
imaginative,” says Jill Charlotte 
Stanford, author of “The Cowgirl’s 
Cookbook” ($10, Globe Pequot 
Press). Chefs “didn’t always have 
much to work with” in terms of 
ingredients, Stanford says. 

That explains why some Wild 
West foods seem more suited to 
“Fear Factor” than a dinner plate. 
Take rattlesnake stew, for instance, 
which Stanford includes in her 
book. It consists of, yep, real rep- 
tiles, plus onions, carrots, celery, 
garlic and potatoes. “Once you get 
over the horror that you’re taking a 
snake out of a can,” Stanford says, 
it can be “really good.” You can 
find the meat for sale canned ($18, 
Rustlersrooste.com) orfrozen ($30 
per pound. Brentwoodtrading 
group.com). It tastes “kind of 
chicken-y” says Stanford. 

If that’s too exotic, pardner, you 
could serve another Western fave, 
buffalo, like they do at outposts of 
Ted’s Montana Grill in Ballston, 
Crystal City and Alexandria. 
American bison stampedes plates 
there in many forms, from burgers 
to short ribs. “[Buffalo] is a sig- 
nature,” says George McKerrow, 
who founded the chain with media 
mogul Ted Turner in 2002. “It’s 
unique to North America.” 

For a little taste of the prai- 
rie at home, score bison burg- 


ers, rib eyes or sausages from 
Culpeper, Va.’s Cibola Farms 
($6- $15 per pound, which sells 
online (Cibolafarms.com) as well 
as at Saturday farmers’ markets 
in Dupont Circle, Penn Quarter, 
Courthouse Arlington and Falls 
Church). Treat bison the same 
way you would any red meat, says 


Rob Ferguson, co-owner of Cibola 
Farms. “You get the same flavor and 
texture, but buffalo is lower in fat 
and cholesterol.” 

For libations, range riders 
would’ve sucked down whiskey — 
or dreadful coffee. You might try 
margaritas or sangrias (Stanford’s 
recipe calls for oranges, lemon. 


lime, strawberries, pineapple, 
sugar. Burgundy and club soda), 
even though the potent drink is 
Spanish, not Western. 

She also suggests using ban- 
danas as napkins. “And use paper 
plates,” she urges. “The point is that 
you should be with friends, having a 
good time and eating good food.” 

Don’t have a ranch? Take deco- 
rating inspiration from Arlington’s 
Cowboy Cafe (4792 Lee Hwy.), 
and deck your space with animal 
skulls and horns. If roadkill isn’t 
your style. Cowboy Cafe co-owner 
Matt Culbertson suggests putting 
up antique photos or art from the 
Old West like those lining his res- 
taurant’s walls. Find downloadable 
art online (Cowboyshowcase.com) 
or at the Old Print Gallery (1220 
31st St. NW; 202-965-1818i which 
stocks prints of cowboys hunting 
buffalo and wild horses galloping 
on the prairie. 

Ask guests to think Nashville 
before showing up at your corral. 
That might mean alt- country (boots 
and a minidress) for girls or full-on 
cowpoke (boots and Wranglers) for 
guys. “You’ve always got to have your 
boots on,” Stanford says. A fancy belt. 
Western shirt or fringe jacket could 
also up the just-in-ff om-Austin vibe. 
For boots, straw hats or rhinestone- 
studded belts, hit Sheplers.com. 

For a soundtrack, put on Western 
swing or music from the ’20s that’s 
“kind of twangy and has country 
flair” says McKerrow. Stanford rec- 
ommends Gene Autry’s “Back in the 
Saddle Again,” Patsy Montana’s “I 
Want to Be a Cowboy’s Sweetheart” 
or Roy Rogers and Dale Evans’ 
“Happy Trails.” The last is what 
your guests will be humming as 
they leave your yee-ha of a party 
anyhow, katie aberbach (express)

Del Ray is either the calmest or most 
stressful place on Earth, depend- 
ing on what you make of the more 
than of six “relaxation” or “stress- 
relieving” shops on its small, quaint 
and entirely charming main street. 
Massage shops, day spas, a place 
advertising “authentic” pilates 

— if you need stress relief, this is 
your place.

Meat on the Avenue) or hats (try 
Tops of Old Town). Del Ray also has

— a branch of the Smithsonian — 
and a view of Frederick Douglass’ 
house, perched on a hill above the 
rest of the neighborhood.

But the area is quiet; there isn’t 
any nightlife yet, there are few places 
to grab a meal, and the main streets

rants to offices to apartment build- 
ings, which means that, conceiv- 
ably, a person who lives and works 
in Crystal City could actually spend 
his or her whole life in Crystal City 
without going outside. 

Whether that is good or bad we 
leave for you to decide — but if you 
do go outside, you will find yourself 
in a place that feels like an office 
park gone berserk. Chain restau- 


rants, big hotels, even a jazz -play- 
ing water park — it’s all clean and 
corporate. Arena Stage is in Crystal 
City now, too, and there’s a weekly 
outdoor James Bond movie screen- 
ing, so there’s culture. It’s going to 
be more residential soon, too —

But just around the corner from 
all these things is a whole street of 
small Vietnamese restaurants with 
homemade signs and cheap pho.

On the Move? Not So Fast 


Plan ahead: 
Prevent moving 
disasters before 
you start to pack 

Monica Concepcion did her 
research, checked references and 
even consulted the Better Business 
Bureau before hiring a moving com- 
pany. So, why, a week after moving, 
was she still waiting for her stuff 
to arrive? 

Concepcion, 26, just moved 
from Arlington, Va., to Houston, 
Texas, after finishing her mas- 
ter’s. After extensive research, she 
finally settled on a moving com- 
pany that had good reviews from 
former customers and was cleared 
through the BBB. 

But while the company. 


America’s Moving Services, had a 
high rating, the third-party carrier 
failed to live up to its reputation. 

The movers picked up her 
belongings in Virginia but failed 
to arrive at the designated time 
in Texas. After several frantic 
phone calls, they finally told her 
they would arrive two weeks late. 
When she complained, they said it 
would only be one week. 

The movers finally arrived, 
and Concepcion began to unpack, 
only to discover broken dishes and a 
missing bookcase. But after all that, 
she decided not to complain. 

“It wasn’t anything that was irre- 
placeable,” she says. “Maybe this is 
a defeatist attitude.” 

Like many people who have dealt 
with malicious movers and tricky 
truck rentals, she found that all 
the preparation in the world won’t

always help you get your apart- 
ment’s contents halfway across 
the country. 

The American Moving and 
Storage Association estimates 
that there are about 16.4 million 
moves each year, and D.C. is listed 
as one of the top 10 most popular 
areas for both inbound and out- 
bound moves. AMSA is a partner 
with the Federal Motor Carrier 
Safety Administration, a branch 
of the government that deals with 
vehicle safety and moving- related 
issues. John Hill, administrator 
of the FMCSA, says he receives 
about 3,000 to 4,000 complaints 
per year. 

Hill says there are quite a few 
red flags for consumers to watch 
out for when hiring a moving com- 
pany. The first is a moving compa- 
ny that gives an estimate over the 
phone without actually seeing how 
many boxes you have. Many rogue 
moving companies will change 
their prices drastically after see- 
ing how many things need to be 
moved. Hill recommends getting

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more than one estimate. 

“If it’s too good to be true, they 
really need to think through this,” 
he says. 

Other warning signs are when 
a mover demands a large amount 
of cash as a down payment, doesn’t 
have a local address and doesn’t 
provide the required literature, 
including pamphlets on consum- 
er’s rights. 

Heather Sawyer, 27, first 
moved from Birmingham, Ala., 
to Arlington, Va., in September 
2005 for her husband’s job. After 
renting a U-Haul, they decided 
to hire a moving company to help 
them unpack the truck. The price 
seemed reasonable, so they decided 
to pre-pay for three hours, think- 
ing that they would pay extra if it 
went longer. 

When the day arrived, the mov- 
ers pulled up in front of the apart- 
ment. It turned out that the com- 
pany was actually a guy with a 
“beat-up truck” hiring day labor- 
ers to move their belongings up 
four flights of stairs. 


“That had not been our inten- 
tion,” Sawyer says. 

The laborers moved the boxes 
upstairs for awhile, but then began 
to slow down, first by piling the 
boxes at the base of the stairs and 
then hardly moving at all. After 
watching one laborer drop a box

of dishes. Sawyer decided to ask 
why they weren’t working. 

“They were, like, ‘These are too 
heavy,”’ she says. “They said they 
wanted to be paid more.” 

Sawyer and her husband tried 
to call the overseer, but, after a 
few failed attempts, they began 
to move everything themselves. 


The workers, meanwhile, sat down 
on the furniture so it couldn’t be 
moved. When the overseer finally 
returned. Sawyer says he and the 
laborers proceeded to have a shout- 
ing match in the apartment com- 
plex before calling the police. When 
the police came. Sawyer says they 
tried to explain the concept of day 
laborers to her, and that they were 
less than enthusiastic because they 
weren’t certified movers. 

“It was really amusing,” she says. 
“I’m from Alabama — I know what 
day laborers are.” 

The movers finally left, and the 
overseer called some of his friends 
to help finish the move. 

“It was the only time we ever 
hired movers and probably the only 
time we ever will,” Sawyer says. 

Sawyer and her husband have 
moved six times in the last five 
years. Since the day-laborer inci- 
dent, they’ve relied on family and 
friends only during their moves. 

“If you move a lot, things get bro- 
ken,” Sawyer says. “It’s a lot easier 
to stomach when it’s your family 


scuffing your furniture.” 

Hill says the FMCSA is limited in 
its scope. Consumers with missing 
belongings will have to deal directly 
with the carrier. But for something 
more serious like possessions being 
held hostage, the FMCSA will inves- 
tigate, which could result in heavy 
fines or even jail for the shady mov- 
ers. Last year, the FMCSA investi- 
gated almost 500 complaints, and 30 
percent ended with serious fines. 

“We mean business on this,” 
Hill says. 

There’s plenty to think about 
after your move, too. Everything 
went smoothly during Linda 
Garzone’s move from Florida to 
Ashburn, Va. 

“We were pretty lucky,” she 
says. 

But then they headed over to the 
Department of Motor Vehicles to 
change their car registration. When 
they tried to register her husband’s 
car, they found that it would require 
extra paperwork, since the car was 
leased to them through a separate 
company. After six visits over a peri- 


od of eight weeks, they both finally 
had new licenses and a new regis- 
tration. 

Rich Davila, D.C. district direc- 
tor of ZipRealty — an Internet- 
based real estate company — says a 
lot of people are so concerned about 
the move itself that they often for- 
get to turn on the utilities in their 
new home. He says one of the big- 
gest mistakes people can make is 
to have unrealistic expectations 
about how smoothly the move will 
go. When he moved from the D.C. 
area to Boston during last year’s 
holiday season, he planned to have 
everything unpacked and presents 
wrapped before picking up his wife 
and children from the airport. 

“I was running and rushing 
around to get everything done 
before this Norman Rockwell 
picture I had in my mind could 
take place,” he says. But the boxes 
remained unpacked when he finally 
left for the airport. 

“Life happens; those are the kind 
of things that are going to happen,”

What are the biggest dec- 
orating mistakes people 
make?

think people have to settle down 
and wait for the right piece to 
come sometimes.

How should first-time junkers 
approach their first project? 

Try to do simple things first to 
get your feet wet. Many people 
are afraid of tools and building, 
and to do [junk repurposing] you 
don’t have to be able to do that. Try 
some simple repurposes. Like, in my 
house, the candleholders are trac- 
tor spacers. All I did was tie string 
and a key on them and put a candle 
on them. I didn’t use any tools. All I 
had to do was use my brain. 

How much time should you give 
yourself to do a project? 

Take enough time to make sure that 
you do it right, because you don’t 
want to have to do it over again. 
Always write down what you’re after 
and always have that list in your 
purse. Have your measurements, 
have your colors, have all of those 
kinds of things because you just 
never know when you’re going to 
find something — and it could be 
on the side of the street. 

Besides flea markets and garage 
sales, where should Washing- 
tonians search for good junk? 

A building reuse center that is 
owned by Habitat for Humanity 
called Restore (7770 -G Richmond 
Highway, Alexandria). Let’s say 
that there’s a building being torn 
down or a house being torn down, 
oftentimes there are good doors, 
good window casings, and build- 
ing reuse centers carry all of those 
kinds of items.

Another great place to go — 
regardless of \vhat style you are 
but [especially] if you’re contem- 
porary or an urban d\veller — is 
used restaurant- supply stores. If 
junk W3LS built sturdy to begin 
\vith, it’s going to stand the test 
of time. So, think about all those 
industrial items, like big mixing 
bo\vls. All you have to do is put 
some surface protector on that 
round mixing bo\vl, go to Pier 1 
[Imports] and get a precut round 
of glass and put it on the top. It 
makes a great either coffee table 
or side table. 

You focus heavily on details. Do 
those trump the basics in your 
design hierarchy? 

I’m all about eye candy, but not 
overdoing it. Some people think, 
“Because I’m buying junk, my 
house is going to look junky and 
cluttered.” I don’t like either one 
of those. It’s junk when you pick

it up; it’s a thing of beauty when 
you put it in your home. A general 
rule of thumb: If you don’t want to 
dust it, don’t buy it. 

When you see [in the book] the 
hinges, the cool drawer pulls, all 
of those things are the “aha!” fac- 
tors: “Wow! I never thought about 
using a hinge to hang my window 
covering.” It’s something to make 
you smile, something to really add 
some uniqueness to your design 
because you don’t want your place 
to look like somebody else came in 
and did it. It should reflect your 
personality.

How do you avoid making the 
junk look, well, junky in its new 
home? 

It should be beautiful, but it 
also should have a purpose. If 
it’s just sitting there for no rea- 
son, it’s going to find its way back 
out of your home. So, again, go 
back and think about how you 
live, what you need, what you 
can use and how you can make 
it look pretty. 

You mention that your method of 
decorating is good for the environ- 
ment. How so? 

I call it “easy green” because 
it really is. If we didn’t have 
people who were doing this for 
years, where would [that stuff] 
have gone? If you picked up, say, 
a great coffee table that’s old, it 
wouldn’t go to the burn pile and 
you wouldn’t be buying new 
stuff. My 16 -year- old has a very 
green [outlook on] it. She says, 
“Think: If everybody got just one 
of these tables, how many trees 
we’d save.”

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HARDER THAN IT LOOKS: “I don’t think I was assigned” a style, writes Ellen McCarthy. With so many places to start, decorating — even when your canvas is only 500 square feet — can be overwhelming 


Beyond the Blank Walls 


A design newbie 
transforms her 
empty apartment 
into a sanctuary 

Don’t be jealous, but I happen to 
live in a fabulous place. 

To my mind, it’s a sanctuary: a 
haven perfectly appointed to com- 
fort the body and nourish the soul. 
It forever provokes the wonder of 
others. 

“Maybe you should, uh, put 
something up on your wall,” one 
friend recently remarked. 

“Are you sure you’re not part of 
a terror cell?” asked another. 

OK, so I lead a rich inner life. 


And a spare — fine, spartan — outer 
one. It’s not that I’m opposed to 
decor. I just never think about it. 

I’m a renter, so like lots of folks in 
the same position. I’m never much 
invested in a place. I’m also a jour- 
nalist, which means my salary goes 
toward things like good books and 
mediocre happy hours. 

And I’m just not inclined. So, 
my fantastically located, reason- 
ably priced one-bedroom rent- 
al remained —Shall we say? — 
unblemished: walls the color of 
sand, lights to make a dentist’s 
office proud and not a nail hole 
in the joint. 

There was, though, a swelling 
sense that at age 29, 1 should live 
more like an adult. I could begin 


returning the favor to folks who’ve 
hosted me a thousand times, give 
or take. 

But the barrier is how to begin. 
These are universal questions faced 
by young renters and homeown- 
ers alike: How do you develop your 
own style? Where are you supposed 
to start? 

My case was referred to Karen 
Bengel, a local designer who agreed 
to do a few sessions of pro-bono 
advising. 

I gave her the full tour of my 
500 -square-foot apartment: bed- 
room, with bed and dresser; kitch- 
en, with next to nothing; and all- 
purpose living and dining room, 
with a Craigslist-procured sofa 
set, two bookcases and a chairless

dining table. 

Then she probed: “So, tell me 
about yourself. “ And I rambled. 

I just don’t know what I’m doing, 
so I ignore the whole thing. And is 
everybody supposed to have a “style,” 
like “modern” or “traditional,” or 
whatever? Because I don’t think I 


was assigned one. And I don’t want 
to commit to anything, because who 
knows how long I’ll be here? And 
maybe admitting you need help is the 
first step on the road to recovery? 

“Um, yeah,” she countered. 

Bengel explained that every 
item we choose to have in our 
space should provoke a positive, 
sensual reaction. To achieve that, 
she said, you must be aware of what 
things have the power to elicit that 
innate response. Filling up a place 
with furniture just for the sake of 
filling it up is as big a misstep as 
complete inaction. 

To that end, she left me with two 
homework assignments: Spend a 
few days thinking about what was 
pleasing in my home and what was 
uninspiring or worse. And consider 
how I use the apartment now and 
how I’d like to use it in the future. 

The latter part was easy. I read, 
write, sleep, talk to people I love and 
find silence there. Eventually, it’d be

nice to be able to seat two people 
at the table for brunch and not be 
embarrassed to have friends over.

on one hand the objects that made 
me want to linger: a college photo of 
my mom; a print of a snow- covered 
bicycle that reminds me of home in 
upstate New York; a Georges Seurat 
coffee table book; a fuchsia- colored 
orchid; and the morning scene from 


my kitchen window seat: birds on a 
fire escape. Catholic school kids in 
the parking lot below. 

“What struck me was the realiza- 
tion of how little you really need,” 
Bengel said at our next meeting. “It’s 
not about the quantity of stuff you 
have; it’s about the quality.” 

Huh. They never mention that 
on “Design on a Dime.” 

Based on what she thought was 
missing and what I wanted to do with 
the place, Bengel suggested I focus 
on four things: seating, lighting, color 
and shelving for books. My mission 
was to spend a day window-shopping: 
looking for chairs that would make 
my dining table, um, functional, and 
for a bench that would accommodate 
more visitors. 

The next day, an e-mail arrived 
with a suggestion for bookshelves. 
Sleek-looking glass and steel con- 
traptions, the ones Bengel had in 
mind would seem to dissolve into 
any room. Price: $200. 

Wait, $200 per shelf? I wrote 
back that I dug the shelves but was 
hoping to spend $600 or so for the

whole project. Then I clicked on 
“Send” and started to cringe. 

Message back: “I think it’s fine 
to approach this with a $600 bud- 
get,” she wrote. “The lesson here is 
to get the nicest, most meaningful 
thing(s) out of whatever your bud- 
get may be.

some time saving to take the next 
step, so be it.” 

Like an interior style swami, 
this one. 

That weekend I shopped a stretch 
of stores that Bengel had recommend- 
ed and that were close to my apart- 
ment. There’s a lot not to like. 


I mean that in a good way. I was 
lukewarm or turned off more often 
than not. Anything fancy, elaborate 
or modern-to -the -point- of- sterile 
didn’t get a second glance. That 
made the things I was attracted 
to stand out even more. 

There was a chair that looked 
entirely nondescript, but when I sat 
in it, I was completely taken by its 
comfort.

finding more so-so options, I went 
back to Miss Pixie’s to see whether I 
was really into that bench or was just 
romanticizing it in retrospect.

I’m not a veteran painter, but my 
new-homeowner-brother-in-law 
kindly drafted a lengthy painting 
manifesto based on his assessment 
of my prowess. (“When the roller 
runs out of paint, go back and add 
more to it, same as before.”) 

By the second coat of Benjamin 
Moore French Violet, I was in love. 
Rich, warm and not too feminine, 
it made my bedroom feel lush and 
alluring. But the blue: Once it was up, 
I couldn’t look at it. It somehow made 
the ugly off-white uglier. Round two: 
a new slate-gray color that surrounds 
my sage couch and end table. It does 
what Bengel promised: It makes the 
place a little more mine. 

I’ve become a proselytizer 
of Bengel’s design doctrine: Be 


thoughtful about your environment. 
Bring into it only things you’re cap- 
tivated by. 

A friend who’s trying to buy 
a condo mentioned that once he 
pulls the trigger, he’ll probably 
just spend an afternoon in Crate 
and Barrel, grabbing all his fur- 
nishings in one shot. 

“You can’t do that!” I gasped. 
“Everything has to be meaning- 
ful. You have to love it. Otherwise, 
it’s just eventual landfill.” 

“Riiiiiiiight,” he answered. “So, 
how’s your place coming along?” 

The truth is, this has so far been a 
“Seinfeld” episode of a home make- 
over. More than a month in, all I have 
to show for the effort are 2.5 painted 
walls. But I’m on my way. 

I did settle on those Bellini 
chairs, though they are back- 
ordered until fall. I’m still consider- 
ing the shelves Bengel suggested, but 
I want to do more browsing before 
making a commitment. We batted 
around lighting ideas, and she sent 
a link to a ceiling fixture that costs 
tvdce my rent and looks like it would 
require a team of NASA technicians 
to install. A few nice lamps might be 
the way to go. And though I haven’t 
encountered a bench as alluring as 
the one at Miss Pixie’s, I feel con- 
fident that I’ll know the right one 
when I find it. 

That confidence might be the 
biggest gain. I’m unstuck now and 
intrigued. This is still a work in 
progress: both the apartment and 
my sensibility. 

But on the upside, we’re way 
under budget, ellen mccarthy

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The clients depart, and the rede- 
signer goes to work layering furni- 
ture, lighting and accessories. IRIS 
Executive Director Sandy Dixon of 
Evergreen, Colo., says the group has 
about 1,000 members nationwide 
who have completed the organiza- 
tion’s course. The IRIS Web site lists 
32 members in Maryland and 36 
in Virginia. 

The one-daymakeover approach, 
popularized on TV home shows, 
has been embraced by the design 
marketplace, and there are plenty 
of redesigners and restagers not 
associated with IRIS. 

WHAT WILL THEY DO? Typically, rede- 
signers empty a room and then 
put it back together using paint- 
ings, lamps or chairs in a new way. 
Some have niche specialties such as 
redisplaying accessories, hanging 
art or decorating for holidays. 

WHAT WON’T THEY DO? They don’t 
address bigger decisions such 
as moving walls, remodeling or 
replacing flooring.

Using What You Have 

WHAT DO YOU NEED? Decorating help 
that’s quick and decisive. You’re not 
necessarily interested in the latest dec- 
orating trends or planning to spend a 
lot of money. But you want your home 
to function better, look more attrac- 
tive and be more comfortable. 

Maybe you are combining two 
households, moving or downsizing, 
and you’re not sure what to keep and 
what to toss. Or maybe you’re plan- 
ning a special party (or expecting your 
in-laws) and are in need of a one-day 
makeover. 

WHO CAN HELP? An “interior refiner” 
may fill the bill. The trademarked 
term was coined by Lauri Ward, a 
New York designer who started her 
use-what-you-have business in 1981. 
She recognized there was a mar- 
ket for design advice that could be 


accomplished quickly, relying mostly 
on furnishings the clients already 
owned. Her 1998 book, “Use What 
You Have Decorating,” is a con- 
sistent top seller at Amazon.com. 
Refiners take a five-day certifica- 
tion class in New York or complete 


classes online. There are more 
than 300 active members, includ- 
ing about a dozen in this area. The 
use-what-you-have approach has 
been adapted by many practitio- 
ners who specialize in one -day or 
per-hour consultations. 


WHAT WILL THEY DO? Refiners visit 
clients’ homes and work alongside 
them to improve the function and 
style of a room. They move sofas 
and chairs, swap lamps and arrange 
bookshelves. They also will shop 
with or for their clients.

Refiners are different from 
redesigners because they work while 
the client is on-site. 

HOW TO FIND ONE: To find an 
Interior Refiner in your area, see 
Interiorrefiners.com; for others who 
provide similar services, check the 
classifieds or online Yellow Pages 
under Interior Designers and 
Decorators. 

Getting Organized 

WHAT DO YOU NEED? You have tOO 
much stuff and can’t get a han- 
dle on it. You’ve tried weeding out 
closets, emptying jammed garages, 
and donating books and clothes. You 
keep buying storage bins, but the 
clutter keeps on coming. Your war 
against chaos could be a lifelong 
struggle or a situational problem, 
prompted by moving into a smaller 
place or navigating a life crisis. You 
want to live with a sense of calm, 
not in a jumble. 


WHO CAN HELP? The National 
Association of Professional 
Organizers (NAPO), a nonprofit 
educational organization, officially 
started in 1985 and has more than 
4,200 members — a number that 
has doubled in the past three years. 


thanks to reality TV home make- 
over shows, growth of the storage 
industry and magazines such as 
Real Simple. There are no special 
training requirements for joining 
NAPO, although the organization 
holds seminars and conferences to 


refine skills. There are also plenty 
of organizers not affiliated with a 
professional group. 

WHAT WILL THEY DO? An organizer 
helps manage your time and space, 
at home or at work. Clients describe 


their goals, and the pros come up 
with systems (both boxes/bins and 
daily routines) to help. Some pitch 
in and impose order; others work 
side by side with clients, encour- 
aging them toward a gradual win- 
nowing of a lifetime of items. They 
also identify local charities, con- 
signment shops or eBay drop-off 
centers that will take what you’re 
clearing out. 

“Our goal is to transfer skills 
— that’s our job,” says Standolyn 
Robertson, current NAPO presi- 
dent and founder of Things in Place 
in Waltham, Mass. A NAPO Web 
site search turned up more than 
150 members in this area. 

WHAT WONT THEY DO? Organizers 
are not cleaners, and they are not 
tyrants: They won’t come in and 
insist you throw everything out, 
and they will not be judgmental. 

HOW TO FIND ONE: To find local NAPO 
members, visitNapo.net; also, check 
classified ads in local papers or the 
Yellow Pages.

Plush Days Are Gone 


Feeling pinched, 
furniture stores 
lure customers 
with great deals 

A few Sundays ago, Shirley Harjes 
stopped by the Ethan Allen store 
in Vienna on her way home from 
church to shop for two living room 
chairs for her Reston condo. She 
considered visiting other retailers 
but found herself back at Ethan 
Allen the next day. She bought the 
chairs just hours before a 5 percent 
across-the-board price increase 
went into effect. 

Why not comparison- shop? “1 
decided to go with a store nearby 
instead of spending more money on 
gas,” says Harjes, who also liked the 
bright floral pattern the store sug- 
gested for her two chairs. 

The furniture business, like 
much of the consumer sector, has 
suffered in the past few years and 
continues to struggle. Sure, there 
are still people buying entertain- 
ment units and desks, but in most 
cases they come into a store on a 
mission, not just to window-shop. 

“It’s not pretty out there,” says 
Britt Beemer, chairman of America’s 
Research Group, a firm that studies 


consumer behavior. Beemer’s latest 
monthly Furniture Buying Index, 
which tracks consumers’ shopping 
habits, reported the lowest demand 
for furniture since he began com- 
piling the index in 1992. 

As the economy continues to 
sour, Washingtonians are stick- 
ing closer to home for furniture or 
are shopping online. It’s not just 
the scary prices at the pump. Call 
it June gloom. 

“It was either pouring or almost 
100 degrees,” says furniture manu- 
facturer and retailer Mitchell Gold. 
The one-year-old Mitchell Gold + 
Bob Williams store on trendy 14th 
Street NW was handily exceeding 
sales goals until the rains came last 
month, and then came a tumble of 
other bad tidings. “With prices of 
everything — hotel rooms, butter 
and transportation — going up, 
everyone became more cautious,” 
Gold said. 

Ann Johnson, Crate and Barrel’s 
area furniture manager, says she 
has noticed a change. “People are 
sticking with what they need. They 
buy a bed; they might not buy the 
nightstand until later.” Things 
aren’t as bad here as in the rest of 
the country, but retailers say they’ve 
noticed fewer shoppers in stores. 
Those who do show up know it’s a 


buyers’ market. 

“People are still out there look- 
ing for the perfect sofa,” says Jeff 
Goldstein, president of Desi Living 
Innovations, which sells fabric and 
leather sofas and chairs in Rockville 
and Pentagon Row. “You need the 
right look, the right service, the right 
product at the right price.” 

Some shoppers are taking a stab 
at negotiating prices as though they

were buying a car. (In some cases, 
it could be worth a try.) Others ask 
for discounts if they pay cash. At 
Mitchell Gold + Bob Williams, cli- 
ents pepper salespeople with ques- 
tions about durability, warranties 
and green attributes. At Belfort 
Furniture in Dulles, customers 
want help creating floor plans. 

Stores, in turn, are adding 
extra services to help close a deal. 
Retailers have beefed up design 
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departments and added in-home 
consultations; others promote pay- 
ment plans. Goldstein, a former 
Hecht’s executive, recently took a 
cue from the cosmetics industry and 
offered a gift-with-purchase deal. 
If you bought a sectional, you got a 
free cocktail bench. “People could 
not resist,” he says. 

For some consumers, it’s still 
shopping as usual. “I’m cheap no 
matter what the economic situa- 
tion is,” says Jill Rabach, who lives 
in Arlington. “A furniture store in 
Maryland would not even respond 
to a request for a price quote. I fig- 
ure if they don’t want my business, 
I will go elsewhere.” She did, buy- 
ing bedroom furniture online at 
Comfort Source. 

Chris Miklovis, an Arlington 
real estate appraiser with school- 
age children, was finalizing choices 
for a new sectional at Goldstein’s 
Arlington store last week. “We’ve 
been thinking about it for about a 
year,” he says. “The current econom- 
ic situation should have affected our 
decision, but it didn’t. We just have 
to replace our old stuff.” 

Certain situations make furni- 
ture a need, not a want. Last week 
at Clarendon’s Crate and Barrel, 
Shelby Myers, a 22 -year-old teacher 
and first-time homeowner, need- 
ed furniture for an Ashburn condo 
she got at a foreclosure sale. Patrick 


Rathbone, who manages Matchbox 
bistro in Chinatown, ended a mar- 
riage with no furniture. “I bought 
a couch and upholstered chair off 
Craigslistfor $350,” says Rathbone, 
who has a new condo in Rosslyn. 
“But I needed abed, and I saw Crate 
and Barrel was having a sale.” 

For international residents, 
the weakened U.S. economy has 
provided bargains. Dora Trogadi 
and husband Athanasios Floros, 
Greek diplomats living in the 
District’s American University 
Park neighborhood, ride bikes to 
work. But they drove to Belfort 
to buy a dining room table, china 
cabinet and chairs. “The furni- 
ture here is so much cheaper than 
in Greece,” Trogadi says. “These 
economic things come in cycles, 
and you never know where we’ll 
be in five years.” 

Industry experts don’t expect 
things to get better until the end of 
this year or mid-2009. But Michael 
Huber, chairman of Belfort, located 
in fast-growing Loudoun County 
— which has a median household 
income of $99,371 — is waiting it 
out. “We know that right now there 
are so many homes in our area 
that are literally empty of furni- 
ture. There is a latent demand out 
there, and I think we are about to 
go into a nesting cycle.” jurakoncius
